(By a staff correspondent of the 
Associated Press.) Constantine I. 
King of the Greeks, received the cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press to- 
day ane gave him a message for 
America on the attitude which Greece 
has assumed in the world war and the 
reasons for the policy which has been 
followed by the Greek government. 
“Il am especially glad to talk for 
America,” said the King, “for Ameri- 
ca will understand Greece's position. 
We both are neutral and are deter- 
mined, if it is humanly possible, not 
to court destruction by permitting 
ourselves to be drawn into the fright- 
ful vortex of the present European 
conflict. We are trying by every 
Hhonorable means to guard our sov- 
ereignty, protect our own people and 
stand up for our national interests 
without sacrificing that neutrality 
which we recognize as our only gal- 
vation. 


“America is protected from imme- 
diate danger by the distance which 


se tes her from the battlefield. 
We. teo, thoucht that once. But the 
battlefield shifted and may shift 


again. ing in Greete

A QUESTION. 


“The fundamental cause of the en- 
tire threatening attitude of the En- 
tente powers towards Greece today 
and of the painful situation of my 
country,” said the King, “is the En- 
tente’s own assumption, without the 
slightest reason therefor, that Greece 
is ready to betray the Entente to 
Germany at the first favorable op- 
portunity. Is it reasonable to sup- 
pose such a thing? 

“From the very outset of hostilities 
in the Near East, Greece's neutrality 
has been stretched to the utmost to 
accommodate the Entente powers 
for whom we have always felt the 
keenest sympathy and the deepest 
gratitude. The Dardanelles opera- 
tions were directed from Greek Is- 
lands occupied dy allied troops. 
When Serbia was endangered by the 
combined Austro-German and Bul- 
garian attack the allied troops landed 
unopposed on Greek soll from which 
the second city of Greece as a base 
they prosecuted, not only unmolested, 
but aided in every way consistent 
with any sort of nevtrality, their 
fruitiess and too long delayed cam- 
paign to rescue their ally. 

“Finally, I, myself, have given my 
personal word that Greek troops will! 
never be used to attack the Franco- 
British forces in Macedonia, merely 
to allay unjustified suspicions. 

“Yet, despite all these evidences of 
the good faith of Greece, the Entente 
powers demand now, in a form which 
is virtually an ultimatum, that the 
Greek troops be withdrawn from 
Saloniki—and that means all Mace- 
donia—leaving our population unpro- 
tected against raids by Bulgarian 
comitadjis or all the horrors of war 
which lay beyond the waste should 
the allies be driven back within our 
frontiers. 

“Just suppose the Germans were in 
a position to demand that your coun- 
try concede the use of Boston or 
Seattle as the base for an attack on 
Canada. What would you say? And 
if all your militcry experience and the 
advice of your genera! staff to'd you 
that such a landing was doomed to 
failure because made with an inade- 
quate force, and you realized that the 
British troops in Canada would pur- 
sue the retreating Germans across 
New England, destroying as they went, 
would you accept the prospect without 
a struggle?“ 

“But had not, Your Majesty Ger- 

man assurance that the integrity of 
Greek territory will be respected?”

AN DIEGO, Dec. 6.—That the Hill 
S liner Minnesota, en route from 
Seattle to the United Kingdom | 
with 16,000 tons of general 0 | 
valued at more than $1,000,000, has 
been drifting helplessly for more than 
forty hours following a second suc- 
cessful attempt by members of the 
crew to disable the last battery of six 
boilers, was indicated in an official | 
radiogram received here late today 
from Capt. Thomas Garlick. 

At the request of United States 
naval authorities here Capt. Garlick 
radioed that the position of the Min- 
nesota at 6 a.m. today was longitude 
116 degrees, 28 minutes, west; lati- 
tude 28 degrees, 30 minutes, north. 
This placed the Minnesota in a posi- 
tion 279 miles south of Point Loma, 
bearing north seven degrees west and 
ninety-nine miles north of Turtle Bay. 

This information flashed by Capt. 
Garlick shows that since 6 am. 
Thursday, at which time she was 
spoken by the American-Hawaiian 
freighter Nevadan, the Minnesota has 
steamed only ninety-nine miles up to 
midnight Saturday, when the last six 
boilers were put out of commission, 
according..to the information received 
here. 

The steaming record of the Minno- 
sota is in direct refutation of Capt. 
Garlick’s previous messages to the ef- 
fect that the vessel was making four 
knots an hour, as the position sent by 
him today indicates that only ninety- 
nine miles have been covered in fifty- 
four hours. He refused to send the 
noon position of the Minnesota today, 
when local shipping men sought to 
check up the drift, her course, or in 
which direction the wind and tide 
were carrying her. 

Another peculiar feature regarding 
the Minnesota was the statement, 
made today by officers of the naval’ 
auxiliiary Glacier. The Glacier 
passed the north end of Cedros Island 
at 6 a.m. Sunday following the track 
of deep water vessels. Officers of the 
vessel report that the weather was 
clear and that they could see for 
many miles in all directions, but that 
they failed to sight the Minnesota. 
According to the Minnesota’s position 
at 6 a.m. today, the freighter was for- 
ty miles north of the north end of 
Cedros Island and dtrecth in the 
path followed by the Glacier. 

The tugs Dauntless ana Iaqua, 
which left San Francisco Friday, are 
expected to reach the Minnesota late 
tonight. 

The secrecy which has shrouded the 
Minnesota since she turned about off 
the Lower California Coast last 
Wednesday, has puzzled local shipping 
men. They point out that it invari- 
ably is the custom for masters of ves- 
sels in distress to signa! their posi- 
tion, course, and other details at 
least twice a day to government or 
commercial radi stations, but the 
Minnesota feiled to send her position 
until requested by government offi- 
clals and then only gave meager in- 
formation.

MILWAUKEE, Dec. 6-—Former

Dec. 6.—Three out- 
bands of rebels with-

The cruiser Chao-Ho, seized yester- 
day by forty men who boarded her 
from a launch, was abandoned by the 
rebels early today after she had been 
shelled and set on fire. It was ré- 
ported at first that the crew of the 
Chao-Ho had mutinied, but it devel- 
oped today that the bombardment by 
the cruiser of other warships and the 
arsenal was carried on under com- 
Pulsion from the rebels who ur- 
Prised and overpowered the crew. 

Three men on the cuiser were killed 
and five sounded. 

An attack from land on the arsenal 
at midnight was repulsed quickly after 
some rifle firing. 

The third outbreak occurred at 4 
o'clock this morning. A party of 
thirty or fortv rebels attacked the 
Chapel sub-police station, throwing 
bombs which killed one policeman and 
wounded three. The outlaws were 
dispersed Ly troops. 

Although a number of shots fell in 
the foreign settlement no damage of 
importance was done there. 

During the forenoon further trouble 
developed in the vicinity of the 
French concession. About 10:30 
o’clock 800 men, for the most part 
coolies, armed with bombs and Mauser 
rifles, attempted to seize the Chinese 
police stacion at the west gate of the 
native city, adjoining he French con- 
ceasion. 

Their attack was repulsed and they 
attempted to retreat into the French 
concestion, resieting attempts by the 
French police to disarm them, firing 
on the French and throwing bombs 
at the French police station. 

The French replied to the fire, upon 
which the rebels took refuge in 
houses in the Rue Eugene Bard. Fif- 
teen arrests by the Chinese and 
French police followed shortly. 
Intermittent firing by the rebels 
was kept up. The international 
volunteers, have been called out 
and posted at strategie points with 
orders to search for weapons all Chi- 
nese coming into the settlement.

“We have introduced this self-same 
resolution in every Congress for the 
last forty-seven years,” gaid she, “and

Satisfied that that was about all to 
be expected of Congress for one day, 
the women marched on the White 
House. Up Pennsylvania avenue with 
some brass bands and a fife and drum 
corps, they paraded between lines of 
police who were under special 
tions to see that they were unmo- 
lested. The disorderly scenes of three 
years ago, when the suffrage parade 
and the 
powerless, were fresh in the minds of 
some of the women and they stepped 
with broad smiles of recollection of 
power. They had forced Congress to 
investigate that incident. Today some 
of the women rode horseback, but 
most of them walked, bearing purple 
and yellow banners which were 
whipped by a raw, winter wind. 

At the White House the 200 visiting 
leaders marched into the East room 
and the remainder of the procession 
waited outside during the interview 
with the President. Miss Anne Mar- 
tin of Nevada and Miss Jolliffe were 
spokesmen. The President listened 
attentively to their request that he 
take up suffrage in his address to- 
morrow and told them he found it 
impossible because his address was 
finished and he devoted it to an- 
other subject. 

“All I can say with regard to what 
you are urging at t,“ said he, 
“is this: I hope I shall always have 
an open mind and I shall certainly 
take the greatest pleasure in confer- 
ring in the most serious way with my 
colleagues at the other end of the 
city with regard to what is the right 
thing to do at this time concerning 
this great matter. I am always re- 
strained, as some of you wil remem- 
ber, by the consciousness that I must 
speak for others as well as for my- 
self so long as I occupy my present 
Office, and therefore, I do not like to 
speak for others until I consult others 
and see what I am justified in saying.” 

The suffragist delegates will be in 
the capital until next Wednesday, at- 
tendihg the first national convention 
of the Congressional union for wom- 
an suffrage.

FOR ENGLAND. 


Von Hindenburg Says Allies 
Sacrificing Themselves. 


Declares British, Serbs and 
Italians Chief Sinners. 


Admits Signs of Immediate 
Peace are Remote. 


_ {BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A, P.) 

VIENNA (via London) Dec. 6.— 
The Neue Freie Presse publishes an 
interview with the German field 
marshal, Von Hindenburg, at his 
headquarters, which are described as 
being im one of the most important 
points on the Russian-German front.” 

The field marshal began by reply- 
ing to a remark concerning his popu- 
larity and his eventful triumphal en- 
try into Berlin, by saying laughingly: 

“I am already frightened about it. 
If I could have my Way I would not 
enter Berlin at all, but would wear 
civilian clothing and leave the train 
at Kottbus. I do not like to be feted. 
Cincinnatus, who returned to the 
plow, is a beautiful figure. Héwever, 
my entry into Berlin will not come so 
quickly. 

“At present the enemy won't make 
peace. They are not yet weakened 
enough. We must therefore keep it 
up further.” 

Field Marshal Von Hindenburg 


criticised the French demands, par- 
ticularly that relating to Alsace- 
Lorrain 


“If they want it,” he said, “they 
should come and get it.” 

ALL FIGHT FOR BRITAIN. 

“The British,” he continued, “ap- 
Pear also to have decided to continue 
the war. It is true that reports come 
from India that ought to dampen the 
British lust for war somewhat, but 
one must wait and see whether these 
reports are corroborated. Great 
Britain has her Achilles tendon; I am 
not referring alone to India. In Rus- 
sia also the Emperor and government 
plainly desire the continuation of the 
war. The most remarkable thing its 
that all these, nations do not see that 
they are only sacrificing themselves 
for Great Britain. It does not look 
like peace and so Germany cannot 
sheath her sword.“ 

The field marshal declared that 
every German would rejoice if an end 
were put to the terrible blood-letting, 
but that Germany must carry on the 
war which was forced on her. 

Questioned concerning the military 
situation the field marshal said: 

“Our tactical position is excellent. 
Especially in the east the German 
army has reached the most favorable 
strategic position conceivable.” 

He asserted that the Russian ma- 
terial was much poorer than the first 
year of the war: that Russia could fill 
the gape with the reserves now mus- 
tered, But could not form new armies. 

The lack of officers was also a hin- 
drance. 

The Russian assertions that their 
defeats in July and August were due 
to lack of ammunition were only poor

excuses, said the field who 
added: 
“There are no signs that the de- 


moralization of the Russian army ob- 
served then has been overcome.” 

He said he did not expect another 
Russian offensive, but was ready for 
one: the nature of the warfare had 
made the war one of ammunition. 
The extension of warfare all over Eu- 
rope was a danger for Napoleon and 
the reason of his fall, sald the Ger- 
man commander, but it played no role 
in the present conflict because of mod- 
ern railroad facilities. He concluded 
by saying: 

“I should be especially pleased at 
the destructive defeat of the Italians. 
This war must not end without the 
three principal sinners, Great Brit- 
ain, Serbia and Italy, receiving just 
punishment.”

FARM PROJECT. 


Supervisor Hamilton was forced té 
spar for time when the question of 
Permitting the establishment of a 
sewer farm near Ramona Acres came 
up for discussion yesterday morning 
before the Board of Supervisors. The 
majority of Mr. Hamilton's constit- 
vents reside in Pasadena, South Pasa- 
dena and Alhambra, while compara- 
tively few live in the neighborhood of 


Ramona Acres. The three cities first 
name seek to establish the farm. 

A deiegation from the latter place 
jammed the chamber of the board and 
overfiowed into the Rall. Thomas A. 
Berkebile, representing the majority 
of the protestants, demanded speedy 


K. tion from the board in order to pre- 


vent establishment of the farm. He 
produced affidavits from several re- 
siding in the neighborhood of other 
sewer farms in this county, these be- 
ing to the effect that the farms were 
objectionable despite previous prom- 
es that there would be no odor or 
offensive smelis. 

He also presented a petition signed 
by twenty-two incorporated com- 
munities of the county, asking that an 
ordinance be enacted prohibiting the 
establishment of sewage reduction 
plants, sewer farms or any similar 
propositions within three miles of any 
incorporated community, or in any 
district having a population of twenty- 
five or more persons to the square 
half mile. 

The self-evident plan of the three 
communities was to secure permission 
of the State Board of Health for their 
project and then go ahead. The per- 
mission has not as yet been received, 
and County Counsel Hill declared that 
if it is granted the board still has the 
right to prohibit the sewer farm. 

Supervisor Hamilton argued that it 
would take him at least four weeks to 
become conversant with the data on 


sewer farms, which brought a groan 


from those assembled. Supervisor 
Pridham tavored immediate action, 
and it was decided to go over the en- 
tire ground on Friday. On the tour 
the board will be accompanied by T. 
D. Allin, Commissioner of Public 
Works of Pasadena; E. V. Sutton, 
president of the South Pasadena 
Board of Trustees; James Stuart, 
chairman of the Alhambra commis- 
sion: A. L. Hamilton, chairman of the 
Pasadena commission; representatives 
from the protesting territory and oth- 
ers interested for and against the es- 
tablishment of the sewer farm.

BAN ON OPIUM. 


Bars from Mails Dope Bound 
to or from this Side. 


Hardest Blow the Smuggling 
Trade has Y et Received. 


Most of Stuff Comes by Post 
from United States. 


What is regarded by the local cus- 
toms Officials as the hardest blow 
ever received by the popular and 
profitable business of smuggling 
opium: from Mexico to the United 
States comes in the form of an order 
from the Carranza government barring 
from the mails of Mexico parcels 
containing any form of smoking 
opium, coming either to or from 
points in this country. 

A copy of the instructions of the 
Postmaster-General of Mexico to the 

masters throughout the republic 
was received here by Frank E. John- 
son, special agent of the United States 


Treasury Department, yesterday. 
The new order, if carried out, will

The suc- 
cess of the arrangement marks the 
culmination ot a plan evolved several 
years ago, that had never been suc-

The official order, effective in 
the postoffices in Mexico, is not 
accept for dispatch to or by way of 
the United States, articles contaming 
opium for smoking, or opium in any 
other form intended for such purpose.

The action of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral of Mexico indicates that ne is 
willing to co-operate with the Ameri- 
can authorities in the suppression of 
the traffic. If the order is honestly 
carried out it will mean a great 
diminution of the supply that Is al- 
ways to be secured in Mexico. 

Up to this time the customs om 
clals have been powerless in the mat- 
ter, and could only close their eyes 
when they saw a load of opium being 
safely carried across American terrl- 
tory consigned to Mexican points, 
Knowing very well that in a few weeks 
somebody would be compelied to try 
to catch it coming back.

Widney Brotherton, one of the 
founders and first president of the 
Citizens’ Bank and for twenty-five 
years a prominent figure in the finan- 
cial circles of the Southwest, died last 
evening at his home, No. 4555 Fin- 
ley avenue.

Neither his wife nor his son was 
in the city at the time. The former, 
who has not been in robust health for 
some time, is at Monterey and will be 
notified of the demise today. The 
son, Theodore Willard Brotherton, was 
at the Brotherton rancn near Santa 
Barbara and is expected to arrive 
early this morning. 

Mr. Brotherton was born in Piqua, 
O., May 29, 1847. He was @ducated 
in the public school at that city. At 


companied the Seventy-first Ohio Vol- 
unteer Infantry, that reached the 
front during the first year of the Civil 
War. After several months he was 
returned to his home and attended 
high school two years. At the age of 
16 he enlisted in Cp. I of the First 
Ohio Cavalry and served with that 
organization till the end of the war. 

When the regiment was mustered 
out he resumed his studies and 
graduated from the Piqua High School 
and the Ohio Wesleyan University. In 
1868 he was admitted to the bar in 
Ohio and practiced law a short time. 
In 1870 he attended the Newton 
Theological ry at Newton Cen- 

„ Mass., and upon graduation aec- 
cepted a call to the First Baptist 
Church of Piqua, O. Severe ophthalmic 
trouble caused him to give up the 
ministry and he later resumed the 
practice of law. 

In 1873 he married Hulda R. Hall. 
Entering politics in 1875 he was nomi- 
nated for Lieutenant-Governor on the 
Republican ticket. In 1886 he was 
nominated for Congress from the Fifth 
Ohio Congressional District, but was 
defeated in a  hotly-contested elec- 
tion. 

In 1890 he moved to Los Angeles 
and helped found the Citizens’ Bank, 
serving as president from the date of 
organization until in 1897 he resigned. 
Subsequently he was engaged in the 
real estate business several years, re- 
tiring from active business in 
1904. He was a candidate for State 
Senator on the Nonpartisan ticket in 
1908. 

He was a former president of 
the Southern California Anti-saloon 
League and contributed largely to the 
support of the T. M. C. A. and the Tem- 
ple Baptist Church, in which institu- 
tions he was an active member. He 
was also a member of Stanton Post, 
G. A. R. 

Besides the widow he leaves two 
children, a daughter, Mrs. Mary Myrtle 
Criley, who is at present in Monterey, 
and the son, with whom he lived in 
Hollywood. 

Arrangements have not been made 
for the funeral.

“In c@mpari- 
son, the duties of a police officer are 
far more dificult, considering that he 
dally takes his life in his hands, know- 
ing not from what quarter nis peril 
may come.

Petrograd Baron Sees Our Manufac- 
turing Resources; Foretelis Trade 
Expansion after the War.

Following the war, according to the 
visitors, Russia will look to the United 
States for even more commodities than 
it is now buying and the Pacific Coast 
should participate largely in this busi- 
meses. Before the war Germany and 
Austria supplied Russia with about 60 
per cent. of all the manufactured 
product bought.

INCOME TAX RULING. 


Bills Receivable of Individuals not 
Liable. Washington Officials Declare. 
Issue Raised by Angeleno. 

The United States Treasury Depart- 
ment has mede a new ruling on the 
question of the payment of the Income 
tax, deciding it ie not necessary that 
individuale make a return of bilis 
receivable for the purposes of taxa- 
tion. In a word, that an individual is 
mot compelled to pay tax on money 
that has not been paid to him and 
may never be paid. 

Under the law, tax must be paid on 
bills receivable by corporations, de- 
cause it is a part of their assets. The 
new ruling applies only to individuals, 
and was drawn out of the Washington 
authorities by a local business man 
who wanted to know if he was com- 
pelled to pay an income tax on 
amounts owing him on his books. The 
officials say no.

FINAL-DAY REOEIPTS SMADLER 
THAN LAST FALD.

Total Paid in for First Half of 
Year, However, is Considerably

Abolition of the office of flood con- 
trol engineer and non-passage of the 
ordinance creating the office of Coun- 


ty Engineer, with a staff of deputies, 
draftsmen, clerks, stenographers and 
other impendimenta, was suggested by 
Supervisor Woodley to the Board of 


matter came up when the board was 
called to order as the Los Angeles 
County Flood Control District Commit- 
tee, to hear the report of Engineer 
J. W. Regan on storm water condi- 
tlons in the San Gabriel River. 

Supervisor Woodley pointed out the 
difficulty of selling bonds for carry- 
ing on flood control work under the 
present workings of the Baker act. He 
declared thie should be amended at 
the next session of the Legislature in 
order to establish without question 
the validity of any such bonds issued, 
rather than be tested out in the 
courts, which would require several 
years. 

In addition, he advised that provi- 
sion should be made for separate de- 
tricts inside a conservation district, in 
order to permit such work as the 
county might not be able to handle. 
In order to conserve the money of the 
county, he suggested that the County 
Surveyor’s office carry on the work of 
the flood control engineer. 

This immediately precipitated a dis- 
cussion that lasted two hours, and 
gave indicktion of occupying the 
greater portion of today’s session. Su- 

Norton, Hinshaw and Ham-

FORGING THE FRONT. 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE.] 


OMONA, Dec. 6.— According to 
P Vernon Campbell, manager ot the 
California Growers’ Association, 
the peach and apricot growers of this 
valley are going to control 75 per cent. 
of the green fruit crop of this section 
next year and be in a position to reg- 
ulate the prices of canned fruit. 
“By getting tegether and doing team 
work the growers will pay for two 
$40,000 canning factories next summer 


about | 4 have $120,000 to put in their 


pockets, inatead of letting the crop rot 
on the ground as they did this year,” 
says Mr. Campbell. 

“Heretofore the haphazard method 
of growing deci(uous fruit has worked 
to the detriment of everybody. The 
canners have gotten together and each 
year fixed the price of green fruit, 
generally awfully low, and then they 
have canned the crop and proceeded to 
cut prices in order to unload the out- 
put, to the end that they haven't really 
made a dollar for three years, 

“The present indications are that the 
growers will control 75.per cent. of 
the fruit crop between Pomona and 
San Bernardino next year, and if they 
do that they will have the buyers com- 
ing to them and bidding for the fruit. 
They will also have the independent 
canners offering decent prices in order 
to get enough fruit to make a run.

“The recent organization of the 
dried peach growers of the San Joa- 
quin Valley is already exercising an 
influence over local conditiona The 
buyers are now bidding 5 cents a 
pound for next year dry peaches, and 
we are practicalig certain to get $15 
per ton for them.” 

The San Antonio Peach Growers 
Association embraces practically all of 
the growers between Collins, Chino, 
Ontario and Omcamonga, running up 
to the Pomona city limits. They held 
a big mass meeting in this city Fri- 
day night to consider their articles of 
incorporation. They will meet in On- 
tario Monday night to adopt their by- 
laws. 

The plan is to erect two $40,000 co- 
operative canning factories and dry- 
ing yards—one at Ontario and one at 
Chino, so that the growers can haul 
to the nearest point and market 
through the one organization. The 
plants will have a combined capacity 
of 600 tons per day and wil! be able 
to process every peach and apricot 
grown between here and San Bernar- 
dino if necessary. The plants will be 
built by money paid in by the grow- 
ers on the acreage pro rata plan.

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| ORIGIN OF NAUTICAL TERMS. 


to the ship terms, uniforms or cos- 


actually sailed. Fresh in the public 
mind ig the tempest and the tumult 
sed when it was determined that 


nautical terms “starboard” and port“ 
should be displaced by the simple and 
universally understood words “right” 
and “left.” The term “starboard” 

goes back to the days of the viking. 
It has been reasoned out that “‘star- 
board” was derived from the Angio- 
Saxon “steer " or “steerside.” 

In viking times the galleys were 
steered by an oar, which the helme 
man held with his right hand. “Lar 
board” was the opposite of star- 
board“ and it is thought that in 
some way it was corrupted from 
“lowerboard,” that side being prob- 
ably considered of less importance 
than the “steerboard.” The origin 
“port side” for larboard is clouded 
in mystery, and many men, who have 
sought to trace the word to ita be- 
ginning Nave been stumped. 

The seaman or the sailor, even 
though he has nothing to do with 
sails, insiste that he shall wear the 
wide collar and the flaring trousers 
of the men who went down to the sea 
in ships centuries ago. When the 
broad collar was put on the sailor's 
blouse it was a thing of «tility. Then 
every sallor wore his hair in a queue, 
and either had the queve powdered 
or held together by tar. was 
not good for the blouse or jacket 
underneath. So, detachable broad 
collars were added. Sailors stop 
wearing queues a century ago, but 
they still wear the wide collar. 

There is yet some measure of util- 
ity In the bell-bottom trousers of the 
sailor, but it is not for the utility of 
the thing, or the things, that he sticks 
to the pattern. It is said that sailors 
who do not sail, but who steam, are 
so fond of the flare that they beg or 
bribe navy tailors to make it as big, 
or even greater than the regulations 
call for. Sailors’ trouser legs were 
thus shaped so that the wearer might 
more easily turn his trousers up above 
the knees when he had to swab the 
decks. Deck swabbing was a hateful 
and supposedly degrading task. 
Hence the sallors called their ene- 
mies “swabs” as a term of contempt. 

The black ribbon which the sailor 
wears on his cap and on his blouse 
ie said to date no further back than 
the death of Lord Nelson, the hero of 
the battle of Trafalzar. On the death 
of that famous admiral the British 
navy went inte mourning for him. 
Sailors put broad, black ribbons on 
thelr caps and black ribbons on their 
blouses. e ribbons remain to this 
day, not ly on the uniforms of 
British sailors, but on those of other 
navies. 


The sea term “Davy Jones's locker,” 
which has also gained wide currency 
among landsmen, is of mysterious or 
obscure origin, and its thought to be 
a corruption of “Duffy Jonah's lock- 
er,” “Duffy” being the West Indian 
name for a spirit or ghost, and “Jo- 
nah” I- the prophet. “Dog 
watch” en interpreted as a 
corruption of “dodge watch,” so-called 
for the reason that it was and is to- 
day a watch of only two hours, and 
instituted that the same men shall 


not be on duty every day during the 


same hours. 

It has become no unusual matter to 
read in the press of a storm-beaten 
ship making port with only a “jury 
mast,” or proceeding on her way un- 
Ger “jury rig.” The word “jury” 
comes from the French word “jour,” 
or day, and as a panel of jurymen or 
a court jury mears a body of men 
called into the public service for a 
day, or a short period, so a “jury 
mast“ means a mast that is temporar- 
ily set up, or put into place for a 


| day or a brief period of time. 


DRAMATIO DIFFICULTIES. 


{Rochester Democrat and Chron- 
icle:1 A “revival” of a well-known 
play recently failed, it is reported, 
because a moving picture version of 
the same play was presented in the 


same cities at much lower prices. 
Soon after this untoward event, one of 
the best-knéwn theatrical managers 
in the country, at a dinner given in 
New York by the Friars, made a plea 
for the spoken drama, which, he as- 
serted, was threatened with extinc- 


Uon. 

He probably overstated the case. 
is true that the makers of movies 
have the advantage. They are able 
to lavish money on one pet pro- 
duction, which then may multi- 
plied an indefinite number of times at 
relatively small expense. Impresarios 
of the spoken drama have large 
weekly payrolls, divide their receipts 
with theaters, pay rallroad fares, and 
support many other costs. They 
must perforce demand higher prices 
from the public. 

Nevertheless, men and women in 
the flesh must always be more at- 
tractive than their shadows. People 
flock to see motion-pictures because 
they get more for their money. Per- 
haps the star system is in part re- 
sponsible for this popularity of the 
movies. The best actors of today 
are much exploited and are paid 
enormous salaries. To see them in 
the person one must pay a stiff price 
of admiasion—too much for some 
purses. These same stars may be seen 
en the movie screens for a very 
modest sum
